Four Hours Police Pace Fire 
of Wilson Anderson—How 


Battle Was Fought. 


* Wilson Anderson, known gen- 


erally as Joe Smith, a colored man, 
22 years of age, 
was mortally 


wounded early this morning; after 
an all-night battle with police of- 
ficers armed with rifles. 
He died 


at the Receiving Hospital shortly 
afterwards. 


He was shot to pieces and the 


hail of bullets which rained upon 
the house in which he had bar- 
ricaded himself tore and tottered 
the structure so that it will have to 
be rebuilt. 


With the exception of Police- 


man Jack Sherry not another man 
was hit and how the many escaped 
from the scores of shots fired' the 
department is unable to say and for 
which Chief Hodgkins 
is very 


thankful. 
Sherry 
got 
a 
bullet 


through the sleeve of his coat at 
the right elbow, which raised the 
skin and another bullet tipped one 


• of his fingers. There are nine bul- 


lets in the negro's body.

HOW. FIGHT BEGAN. 


Anderson lived in a house kept 


I 


by an old colored porter by 
the 


name of Sani'Meillust at 460 Third 
street, nea.r Broadway. Yesterday 
afternoon.he became very quarrel- 
some, owing to heavy 
drinking, 


and finally fired a shot from a'pistol 
at his landlord. 


The house is" a two-story affair 


of ten rooms-which Mcillust-. and 
his wife rent out. 


At the firing of the shot Joseph 


Burke, a roomer, and another man 
known by the name of "Jack,'1 


with Meillust a,nd his wife, left the 
house. 


They went and complained to S. 


Zalk'owitch, 
the 
owner of 
the 


place, who keeps a second-hand 
store at 709 Broadway, and he ad- 
vised them to stay away 
for 
a 


while' and give Anderson a chance 
to get over his spree. 


When they returned in the even- 


ing Anderson had 
locked 
the 


doors and would admit no one. 
Meillust then went and called Po- 
liceman Sherry.

POLICEMAN SHOOTS. 


When Sherry was told of what

Anderson had-done he went to the 
door of the house and knocked. 


The door was slow in opening, 


but finally .Anderson, answered to 
repeated knocking .and opened it a

fired. The bullet' hit Sherry just 
above the1 right elbow.

knocked him down.

pistols, holding one in each hand.

RAIN OF LEAD. 


When Anderson looked out of; 


the house this morning- as soon as. 
the first gleams 
of 
dawn were, 


ushering in the coming day, h« 
saw a peculiar sight in front of the 
place. 
Between the desultory fir- 


ing that had been kept up during 
the night the police had not been 
idle. From Jones' express, a short 
distance away, had been secured a 
heavy truck. Tilted against the 
sticks at the side was a heavy piece 
of sheet-iron half an 
inch thick 


and 
tall as a man's 
head. The 


truck was wheeled to a place in the 
middle of the street and immedi- 
ately in front of the 
house and 


behind which several policemen 
were stationed. 


WJien Anderson saw it he open- 


ed fire on the barricade and at- 
tempted to send a bullet through' 
the metal. 


There was, however, 
sufficient 


tilt to the sheeting to deflect the 
bullets into the ground. Time and 
again he fired shots, but they rung 
the metal like a smith's hammer 
and did not damage. 


Policeman Sherry here had his 


second narrow escape. He took 
hold of the top of the 
metal for 


some reason and a shot touched 
his finger as 3t passed over. "

COUNTY CLERK JOHN P. COOK. 


LOS ANGELES, April 27.—The Su- 


pervisors' State Convention is in ses- 
sion, here today. County Clerk Johr, P. 
Cook delivered an address on the sub- 
ject: "County Legislation." He spoke 
as follows: 


COOK'S ADDRESS. 


"Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 


Convention:—Under 
our 
system of 


government everybody politic whether 
Municipal. Counry. Stnte or Xational, 
Is divided into three fundamental find 
principal branches, ihe leglKkitive, the 
judicial and the executive 
the legisla- 


tive body enacting the laws, the ju- 
dicial interpreting them and the exec- 
utive seeing to then' proper execution, 
tt is obvious that the most Importint 
branch of any government is the }".g- 
Iplative, clothed as it is with almost 
limitless authority to enact or rei eal 
any law so lonp fis they tlo not trespass 
upon the fundamental rights .of '.he 
:Itlzens as given them by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States or that of 
their own State. Great indeed is the 
nower and authority of the Congress of 
the United States in the enactment ot 
laws but as a check to their authority 
iitands the President with his power of 
I'eto and the Supreme Court to Inquire 
into the constitutionality of nny of its 
sets. Occupying the same relative po- 
sition with the President toward :he 
?tate is the Governor nnd toward :my 
municipality IK the Mnyor. 


SUPERVISORS SUPREME. 


"Under our system of r'otinty Gov- 


"rnment. however, no surli check ex- 
ists upon the acts of its legislative 
body, the Board of Supervisors. They 
ilone occupy the peculiarly anuinolous 
position of being the only lr,w-mnking 
body against whose nets then: is r.o 
check In the. ?h;ipe of n veto pover. 
True their acts may be rovi^wec! by 
thp court, but :hoy c-ould only bt> nulli- 
fied upon ft shmvinp of !i:i ving rxcee led 
their authority fir of having nc-tod c-m- 
trary to the provisions oC the C'cnstku- 
tion of the 
t.'nitpcl States or of the 


Stnte of California, 
'..'he record of :he 


Board of Supervisors is very iiaulf to 
be the record of tin- County Ciovtvn- 
mont: given a good board the reputa- 
tion of the county will bo '-ruii'lly go >d:

ency, voicing their beliefs, accomplish- 
ing" their purpose, fulfilling their de- 
Blres. 
"In the brief li-nits of tills paper it 


would be impossible to dwell at length 
upon all matters of County legislation 
coming urnlT the province of the Bo:ird 
of Supervisors. I will only touch u-ion 
a few of the most important of ttvse, 
viz. the fixing of the tax levy and i>cts 
relating to roads and bridges. 


THE TAX LEVY. 


."Under the law. the Board of Surer- 


visors of oach county must on the tl.ird 
Monday in Se'ptpmber fix the rate of 
county taxe?. 
This i." unquestionably 


the most important act 
the boarr is 


called upon to perform. 
It must nec- 


essarily be the basis far all legislation 
involving thp expenditures of public 
moneys, and the work of preparing for 
It each year should commence months 
before the day upon which the levy is 
made. If .the Board of Supervisors :'ol- 
lowed out a true business principle, 
preparatory to fixing the levy they 
would exact from each department of 
the County Government a detailed sUite- 
ment showing estimated expenses for 
the year. 
These several estimates 


should be carefully reviewed by the 
board and nil extravagant or unneces- 
sary expenditures eliminated. Conoid- 
erable lattitude is allowed the various 
county officers under the County Gov- 
ernment Act in the ordering of their 
own supplies and it would he an acr. of 
wise discretion on the part of the board 
to grant ithi-tn in the levy an amount 
sufficiently large so that the efficiency 
of any given department should not be 
lessened. 
In addition to the various 


department expenses which might cas- 
lljr b» approximated 
by 
comparison 


with former' years, allowance must be 
mace for necessary repairs of county 
bulLIingfl, improvements of roads and 
construction of bridges, maintenance of 
hospitals and farms and allowance' to 
Indigent sick and needy. 
AH these es- 


timates with the exception of improve- 


j merts to roads and bridges ancl emer- 
gen< y repairs, are easy of ascertain- 
mont though involving mu'ch labor and 
deta :1. 
In arriving1 at a proper esti- 


mnt.-' for the maintenance of the Coun- 
ty fiovernmont the reports of the Au- 
di to- upon receipts and disbursements 
as r.n\\' required to be published annu- 
ally. Rre of Inestimable value ancl make 
possible a very accurate estimate. 


ROADS AND BRIDGES. 


"In the matter of the improvement of 
road - and 
bridges, our intelligent and 
progressive Board of Supervisors 'will, 
in their tax levy, make a. liberal allow- 
ance 
Good roads and well constructed 
bridjres are the best possible investment 
of c»unLy moneys and the people in any 
county of the State of California will 
never complain of the tax levy if it is 
CK.J".-ticiod widely for permanent i m prove- 
men 'H of this character. In order that 
all i-irts and sections of a county should 
meei 
with the same considerate treat- 


m^ri', there should be allowed in each dis- 
trict a certain sum for road 
i m prove-

California Bis generous 
to her cburches, which have been re- 
lieved from taxation. 


"If I could run the businese of "Cali- 


fornia as my own business I should re- 
form the system. I should reform the 
revenue and taxation system. New Tori; 
State raises only 8 per cent of hor enor- 
mous revenues by direct taxation. The 
other 92 per cent comes from franchise 
tax and other tax on corporations and 
other matters. Many States raise no di- 
rect tax for support of the public schoDls. 
But California, the Stat« 
goTernm^nt, 


pays nearly one-half the cost and docs 
not begrudge it. 


"The-list of things California n«eds ie 


end] ess. Where to begin and where i-o 
atop Is a problem, almost past somtion. 
Her interests are so tremendously diver- 
sified that It would seem as If thev were 
under other suns and In other lands. Our 
timber interests, our mining

must have attention.

He' frankly tells what he heard and saw, and leaves the reader'to'drriw' 
cbncluslons^plthoush he is visibly surprised at the yearning of the Porto Ricans 


.for a retui^Ko the ancient regime. 


He aajii|tlie Porto Ricans have more schools and better schools than they 


ever had Before; they have better roads, a more prompt and equitable ad- 
ministration of justice; they get hitrher wages than they ever received in their 


:'Mives before, and now have comfort!- and conveniences that they never dreamed 
-/•ot prior to the American occupation. Yet they are not happy. The America is 
''are still strangers and foreigners to them. \Ve have interfered with their cus- 
.••toms and turned their lives and industries into a new and strange current. V.'e 


hurry them, hustle them and make them feel a good deal like cattle driven they 
know not whither. 


Among other things, the forms < > C our judicature are alien to their ideas and 


traditions. There is a sternness am! brusqueness about our methods that grate 
upon their feelinsrs—and tl-.^y are a simple-minded, sympathetic folk. Our mau- 
iiers as well as our business and r.fflcial methods chafe them. We have im- 
posed regulations and restraints to which they were strangers In the old days 
.when they could dump their swill in the streets and were not required to con- 
form to the IB.WS of sonitat'on. Again, we have interfered with their idyllic and 
primitive domestic relations, which, In a majority of cases, were not sanctified 
by the church nor authorized by law. The man and the maid found a hut, loved, 
went barefoot and reared s family lnnocent of learning and vicious Intention?. 
Their wants were as few as their clothes and their housekeeping as simple as 
.the ceremony which joined them together. We have busied ourselves wl!h re- 
forming where there was no real wickedness, much to their disgust. 
Their 


domestic unions, while unconventional and unauthorized by church or state, 
were as loyal and pure as the donvstic unions in countries where forms were 
more nicely observed, and if their associations were voluntary their separations 
were few. They did not cheat, lie or steal. They were poor but not ashamed of 
their poverty. Living clos* to nature, they were not corrupted by a feverlnh 
lust for wealth and luxury. 


These simple people hrve hnd '.heir content taken from them. What thi'.y 


have received In return does not < ornpensate them for what they have lost. 
They have been robbed of the bliss of ignorance, and nt every turn are having 
something done for them, r.nmaskpci, by somebody who does not understand them 
nor sympathize with tneir feelings. From the drummer and patent medicine 
vendor to the proselyting preacher imcl the schoolmaster they are getting a sur- 
feit of benevolent assimilation. 
It is all new, strange, harsh and unfeeling.
